MORE ABOUT THE SEALS. 



The Sub.ject of an Executive Session 
of the United States 
Senate. 



An Anipriean Forecast of the Results 
of the Coiuniisslou— I'liree 
Repurts Prepared. 



Wasuinotos, D. C, March 14. — Tho 
second executive session of the Senate 
this afternoon was devoted to a discussion 
of Bchring Sea matters, which had nothing 
definite as its object, and from which 
nolhing definite resulted. The session was 
called shortly after receipt of two docu- 
ments transmitted by President Harrison, 
and was doubtless more or leas in 
pursuance of a consultation earlier 
in the day, at which wore piesont Attorney- 
(Jeuoral Miller and Senator Sherman, chair- 
man of tho committee of foreign relations. 
(Jen. .1. W. Foster, who is in cliargo of tlu: 
Hehring Sou negotiations, and oi-.Ministur 
\\. .1. I'lielps, who will bo the coniisel of the 
Unil'jd States before the Board of Arliiira- 
tors, under the pending treaty, also called 
at tho White House, and hold a conference 
with the President after the Attorney and 
Senator Sherman had departed. The docu- 
ments sent to the Senate proved to be the 
reports of tho liehring Sea agents provided 
for in the ninth aniclc of the pending 
treaty, who were appoijied anil 
did their work practically before the 
treaty was signed. The conclusions arrived 
at by these C^onimissioners, Sir tiadeu- 
Powell and Mr. IXiwson, for Graat Di itain, 
imil I'rofi'SHors .Merriam und MendeidudI, 
for the United States, are given in three 
separate doauments, a joint report on 
]){jints upon which they agrt^e, and a so[)ar- 
ale report on the points upon which they re- 
spectively conld not agree. I'lie agenlbarcsaid 
to have Agreed upon Iho point that pelagic 
sealing will inevitably rcbiill in the destruc- 
tion of the H<!al herds. While the Senate 
ri'iniiined in e.xt'cutivo se.«sion a general <le- 
li:itc took ,)lace ujioii the whole subject; but 
no action was proposed, and no action was 
taken. The Treaty still remains with the 
coininiltee oil foreign relations, and is not 
e.Nliecled in tho Senate luitil after a reply 
bus been received from Lord Salisbury to 
the note from tho I'residont of the .Sth inst. 
That reply has not yet been received. The 
point was made in the course of the debate, 
that, inasiiiuch as Lord Salisbury had re- 
fused to admit :o the treaty a provision for 
arbitrating the ijiiestion of dumuges growing 
out of the alleged illegal acta by Canadian 
eual pouuhers, und declining to assume any 
responsibility for their acts, he would nut 
interfere by the use of tho naval power of 
lOiigland to defend these poaching vessels 
ag linst any steps tho United States might 
take to protect the seals. Of course, if ilic 
arbitrator's found that in protecting tho seals 
tho U. ^. vessels or authorities committed 
uny unlawful acts, it would bo responsible 
therefor. Notwithstanding this, the opin- 
ion was generally expressed that tho United 
States should undertake, to the full extent 
of its ability, to protect the seals. 
TiiB best mean.s (d iloing this was, 
however, n subject upon which dif- 
ferent o])inioiis were held, anil, as stated 
in the report of Consul Myers at Victoria, 
B. C. , many of the sealing vessels have 
cleared much earlier lhaii usual, fearing 
that the inotliix rii-cmli may be renewed, and 
hoping by this early atari to avoid notice of 
thill fact. How to reach these vessels 
that have already gone, is a problem tliut 
is engaging the attention of the authorities, 
who say, however, there are several ways 
by wliich they can be reached. I'arliculara, 
however, are not vouchsafed to the gen- 
eral inquirer. There is no change in the 
situation to-niglit, and tlio reply to the 
ipieslions on tho subject is given: " Wc 
are awaiting Salisbury's reply to the note of 
the Sth instant."

OiTAWA, March 14. — Hon. G. E. Foster 
presented tho estimates to Parliament, this 
afternoon. The total amount to be devoted 
to expenditures on account Consolidated 
Fund Revenue, is '250,000, being a do- 
crciiao of a million and a half coinparcil with 
tho present year. The British Columbia 
public buildings appropriation includes the 
following :— Vancouver post oliice, £.'!0,000; 
Victoria drill hall, .?I4, 000; military build- 
ings, including the Macauley Point Battery, 
§5,000; Victoria Custom House, Kanaimo 
public building, and New Westminster post 
ofiice, each §1,000. 

The harbor and river appropriations are ; 
V^ictoria inner harbor, §0,000; outer harbor, 
§12,000 ; Fraser river, §10,000 ; Columbia 
river, above Golden, §G,000 ; between 
Reveletoke and Arrow Lake, §2,,')00 ; the 
Skeena, §2,000 ; Fraser River Protection 
Works, L'irry Bush, §7,500 ; Cowichan 
river, §1,800; general repairs, §3,000. 
Telegraph line, Nanaimo to Comox, §7,000. 

The following services in British Colum- 
bia have been increased : Fisheries, $6,900; 
Indians, §4,700; Customs, §2,200. The 
major portion of the latter goes to New 
Westminster. 

Two now letter carriers will bo appointed 
in Victoria. 

The British Columbia Penitentiiiry appro- 
priation has been incrciised .?7,UU0, and the 
.■salaries of tho warden and certain instruc- 
tors and guards augmented, Tho quaran- 
tine appro[)riations for British Columbia are 
increased §11, 000. Tho eatiinutcs generally 
show nothing startling, but indicate careful 
pru ning. 

Mr. Davis is the latest member who in- 
dicates an intention to move tho enforce- 
ment of the quarantine regulations in Col- 
umbia. A meeting of British Columbia 
members, was held, this morning. It was 
decided to oppose strenuously such a pro- 
posal as tho enforcement of the act on the 
Pacific Coast. There was no prospect of 
disease crossing the Rockies.' Mr. Davis 
has/ large ranching interests at Alberta. 

It is said that General Cameron, Dr. 
Dawson, or Mr. William Ogilvie will be ap- 
pointed a Canadian commisoioner to delimit 
the boundary of British Columbia and 
Alaska, along with a United States com- 
missioner.

The Albatross is rciidy to go at a 
moment's notice, and as soon us orders nro 
received her destination, it is believed be- 
yond a doubt, will bo tho Bchring Sea.

WAITINI^ TO GO IN. 

A muins K.viicrt With MilUuns of EiicUsh 
Ciipltttl at Ills Back, to Explore 
Kuoteiiuy. 

As Eoon as navigation opens on the 
Columbia, Mr. M. S. Davys, of the firm of 
Perry, Gray & Davys, of this city, will 
leave hero for the ICootenay district with a 
large survey and exploring party. Among 
the number aoconipanying them, as assaycr, 
is a gentleman who has, it is said, at his 
command, over four millions of pounds be- 
longing to English capitttlists, which amount 
can be increased to six millions at will. 
His name is Cavilt, and his training as a 
muiing expert has been long and 
; thorough. Mr. Cavill was first employed for 
Ave years at the Swansea smelter, where 
an enormous amount of material was an- 
nually brought into the refinery in that 
city. From Swaijaca he went into Now 
Mexico, and then f()llowod through Texas, 
Arizona, and tho otlier southern states of 
tho Union. From there ho visiteil Hondu- 
ras, in Central America, having been sent 
there by several Kiiglislinieii of moans to 
look over the country. As a result of his 
communications, tho interior was, witliiii 
three months, visited by live thousand men, 
who turned out a groat ileal of alluvial gold 
in- one season; but who were compelled to 
leave directly afterwards cn account of the 
revolution. IfisIOnglish connections then do- 
termiucd to give him full discretion in uU 
matters pertaining to tho investment of 
their funds, only stipulating that,_ before 
putting money into mining properties, ho 



should make a personal assay of the ore. 
Ou his detcrniiuation to visit British Col- 
umbia, after pulling out of Montana with 
very great success, increased powers were 
given liim, and he leaves for Kootenay, in a 
few days, with his eyes wide open for good 
things. 

Speaking to a Colonist representative 
yesterday, Mr. Cavill stated positively that, 
providing things in Kootenay turned out as 
good as he expected them to, he had four 
millions to place right in the country. "The 
newspapers, and tho talks I liavo had with 
experienced miners, have given mo a pretty 
fair idea of what the locality contains; bo- 
sides, for several weeks now 1 have been ex- 
amining every specimen I have been able to 
uot from I here. 1 lirndy believe, though I 
have lUJt yet been there myself, and should 
not speak jio-iitivoly, that tho wealth nn- 
dergound waiting to be developed in Koote- 
nay, is sometliiiig enormous. I carry all 
my own assaying material with me, and do 
iny work on tho spot, thus saving time and 
trouble." 

The scheme for the aciiuisition of mining; 
property is very simple. There are in the 
district now hundreds of men who are 
simply holding their claims from year to 
year, too poor to work them, however valu- 
able ihey may bo. Mr. Davys and Mr. 
t'avill will buy over or take a working bond 
in these properties, and then employ miners 
at once to find out what the laud contains. 
The prospectus of tho new company will be 
issued in a few days. 



FOR TRIAL AT THE ASSIZES. 

The Case of 'George J. Cook Disposed of In 
the City Police Court. 

(leorgo J. Cook appeared in the City 
Poliee Court, yesterday afternoon, to answer 
the cliargo of maliciously wounding cattle 
belonging to bis neighbor, Mr. J.imes 
tiilles|)io, Mr. F. (i. Walker appeared for 
the defendant, and entered a plea of " Not 
tiullty." 

The prosecutor, in tho witness box, told 
his story as follows : "I live on tlio Craig- 
Uower road, in Victoria West, and Cook is a 
near neighbor. I can look right into his 
back yard from my place. On Thursday 
last I heard a revolver shot fireel; 1 
knew what it meant, and I ran out just in 
time to SCO Oook raise his hand aud Uro 
again. Ho was shooting at my cow aud 
heifer that bad been iu his yard. 
I saw tho calf jump when the 
bullet struck her, aud then run 
like mad. I couldn't get near her to see 
how badly sho was hurt. 'Then I went 
back to Cook and asked him why he shot 
my cows. Ho said: ' Why don't you keep 
your cows home ; I'll shoot thorn every time 
they come in.' I told Cook that I wished 
he'd come out into the woods and take it 
out of mc instead of the cows ; I said if he 
did I'd forgive him. Afterwards Cook said 
he was sorry he didn't kill the cow." 

Dr. M. G. Blanohard, V.S., gave evidence 
of the injury done tho heifer, and a young 
nuin named Partington deposed that he saw 
Cook firo the second shot — the calf was then 
in Cook's yard. 

The prisoner was cominitted for trial at 
the spring assizes.

The general meeting of tlio proprietors cf 
this bunk was held on Wednesday, Febru- 
ary 17th at tlie Cannon Street Hotel, Sir 
Robert Gillespie (tlio Cluurmuii) presiding. 
There was a fair attenduuco of shareholders. 

Tbe Gknekal Manager (Mr. H. Hughes) 
having read the notice convening the meet- 
ing. 

The CilAiKMAS- said: (ientlemen, I have 
again tlio lienor lind pleaanro of meoling you 
to submit tlio report and accouiita for ihe 
half year ended on the ."ilst December, 1S91. 
These have now be'en in your hands for some 
days, and I hope, as I have no doubt is the 
ease, that they have been received witli 
sitiafaolion and pleasure. (Hear, hear). 
The result, you will observe, is again moat 
favorable, and contrasts well witli any 
previous half year. Indeed, I may congrat- 
ulate tlie eliareliolders that we are now able 
to deal with much larger figures than on any 
provious occasion. Tiiey realizj the expec- 
tation I ventured not long ago to express 
tlial our animal net profits would shortly 
reach £100,000 per annum The net prolita 
for the year IS'Jl amount to £10S,000, while 
the gross npiesent £110,(180. (Hear, hear). 
In passing I may say that my friend. Sir 
Charles 'I'upper, when I entered the adjoin- 
inj» room, said to me, " Mr. Chairman, are 
you going to repeat this time the favorable 
announcements of continued progress which 
we have heard frojii you on former occasions '! 
If so, when are you going to atop '! " To which 
I replied, "I hope it never will bo ceased." 
(Laughter). I am confident this marked 
progress in our institution, as indicated in 
the report for the lust half year, cannot be 
otherwise than gratifying to you, and, I am 
sure, will elicit a. complimentary expression 
from you for the diligence, care, ond ability 
shown by our ofiBcials. (Hear, hear). Of 
tourse the prosperity and advancement of 
the Bank of British Columbia constitute a 
reflex of the condition of that part of the 
Dominion of Canada in which we work. I 
believe I may truly say that there is no part 
of that gieat country where progress has 
been more marked, where success is more 
general, and where prosperity is greater. 
This last season has been an exceptional 
one, for an abundant harvest has blessed 
the labors of tho agriculturist, and favorable 
prices have ruled for all kinds of produce, 
owing to good demand, creating advan- 
tageous eii.ployment of our funds and a 
proQtublo cxcliange business, while the in- 
creased circulation of money has improved 
tho position of buaincea generally. It is 
gratifying to your directors to be able to 
tell you that all our branches, now nine iu 
number, are rcnuuierative. All are assist 
ing to make tlie grand total, and it is a 
source of thankfulness that wo have again 
escaped any bad debts iu our business. The 
outlook for the future sceuis favorable, 
and prospects are so far good for another 
large wheat crop, the acreage seeded 
being much larger than usual. J>iew enttr- 
priaes are cropping up and iu contemplation, 
and further railway extensions are projected. 
The Kootenay district is attracting much 
attention, and tiiero is already considerable 
evidence of mineral wealth, and much has 
been done in the way of development. In 
view of the probable success of this mineral 
district, tho want of banking facilities, and 
to meet the requirements of many of our 
customers who arc already interested in this 
district, we have decided to open a branch 
at Nelson, to bo called the Kootenay Lake 
Branch, and we hope to commence business 
there at an early date, under a small staff 
to begin with, and wo have good reason to 
hope that it will soon be able to contribute 
to the general result. And now, gentlemen, 
I will ask you to follow me while I offer to 
you a few remarks iu connection witli the 
accounts. These are made up in the usual 
form, but, should they lack any explanation 
or information, it will be my pleasing duty 
to afford such to the best of my ability. 
And, first, I take tho balance, representing 
tho liabilities and assets on the .'ilst Uccem- 
ber, ISDl. These are for the three half- 
years. Taking the liabilities first, the capi- 
tal ia £G()0,U(l(), anil it is not. altered since 
December .'ilst, I.S!II). The reserve fund 
amounts Ho £'J-J),OUU. In June, ISill, 
it was £'2()S,0U0, and in December, 
18'JO, £'200,000. It iherefore baa in- 
creased by .£'20,000 during the year. 
The notes in circulation showed a small in- 
crease, which certainly i.s a satisfactory 
feature, indicating, as it does, an iiicrea.sing 
eontideucc iu us ou the part of the public. 
In this connection I would refer to a subject 
which has created some little anxiety in the 
minds of proprietors of liank shares. I 
refer to the amount of liability for which 
we are responsible. We, as you arc aware, 
hold a Royal C'hartcr. Under tlio charter 
there is no further responsibility than the 
£20 a share. The application of this charter 
is to limited concerns, and therefore it must, 
I think, be satisfactory to you all to know 
that there is no further liability beyond tbe 
£■20 under the Royal Cbiu lor in regard to 
the note circulation, (Hear, hear.) The 
current aoconnts and deposits indicate a 
considerable increase in our business. At 
the ond of the year 1800 these current 
accounts and deposits represented £1,230,- 
OOOj on the 30th June last year they repre- 
sented £1,413,000 ; and on December 31st 
last year they represented £1,699,!)9U. I 
may point out that this increase might have 
been considerably extended hud wo seen tho 
possibility of employing additional deposits 
with safety and with jirolit. The bills pay- 
able, ai;iim, represented a large increase 
upon the .luiie half-year, much the same as 
in December, I S!)0. Tbe other ll.diili- 
ties reiH i'Sitiil a snuill sum, principally inter- 
est upiin (le|j()sil,M. 'J'uniing to the assets, 
you will -jb.scE vi; that the sjiecic, the cash, 
ami the gold bars reiiresont £.'il li.O.'i I , wliicli 
is rutiier less than in the two half years 
previous, but I think I am safe in Siiying 
that it is amply (iullicieiit for our business 
and for all outside business also. '1 ho in- 
voatnicnts remain iiuicli the same as in the 
two previous half years after having written 
them down to the market price on the lilst 
December. And here 1 would refer for one 
moment to a mutti r which has been en- 
grossing (lur attention. Wo think it 
advisable to sell our New South Wales 
stock and put it into Consola, and at our 
next meeting, if I have tho honor of addres- 
sing you, I believe that tho Consol Recount 
will rcpreiicnt something like £100,000, and 
the Canadian securities, I hope, will be 
£50,000. (Hear, hear.) ISills discounted 
and loans again represent a very consider- 
abl,e increase, indicating tho steady progress 
and advancement of our buBlncsB, The bills 
discounted and the loans on the Slat Decem- 
ber, 1890, were £l,!)Sl,000; on the 30th 
June, 1891, £1,8.')0,000; and on tho Slat

Tho other securities aro rather 
more than in the provious half year, but thoy 
include British Columbia (iovernment three 
per cents.

(Hear» • 
hear.) In addition to paying the usual- 
di.'idend of 6 per cent, per onnum, with a 
3 per cent, bonus at this period, and an. ,' 
interiin distribution in August lest, making' ; 
10 per cent, for the year, we have been ell- • 
abled to make the sub.stantial addition to-.j-.; 
the reserve fund of £15,000, which, with the '■,'' 
£12,000 added in June last, will raise th'at-v' 
fund to £2;K,000. (Hear, hear.) This pru- ' ■' 
dent policy, the directors feel assured, will ; 
commend itself to the shareholders. 
For my own part, I hope to see 
this fund increased to £300,000— or 
50 per cent, of the capital — at no 
distant dute— (hear, hear)— after which, _ if 
not before, it may be deemed less essential 
to appropriate such large sums to reserve, 
and tlie question of iucreased dividend may 
then be looming in the near future. (Hear, 
hear,) I do not wish, gentlemen, to commit 
my friends to any promises regarding 
increased dividend, but I do say, speaking 
for myself, that tho period has arrived when 
we may, with proper judgment, care, and 
prudence, do Boniething in that way ; not 
losing sight, ut the same time, of tho im- 
portance of ever strengthening the position 
of the bank by means of a largo and larger 
reserve. (Hear, hear.) With these obser- 
vations permit me to ask your support to 
the following resolution : " That the report 
and accounts us now submitted be received, 
and adopted."

With regard to ,Sir (Jliarles 
Tupper, 1 can only tay that I think it is a 
matter of very great congrijtulatinii that we 
have associated with us ou the Hoard a gen- 
tleman so intimately eonnecled and so 
closely identified with the great Dominion 
of Canada. His advice is always able, and 
I have felt it of the very greatest assistance 
to myself to be able to lean upon him. I 
have groat pleasure in proposing his re-elec- 
tion. Perhaps some gentleman on the other 
side of the table will bo good enough to sec- 
ond tbe motion. 

Mr. Fi.scii seconded the motion, which 
was unanimously agreed to. 

The Ch.mkman: 1 now propose the re- 
election as a director of my worthy relative, 
Mr. T. G. (Jillespio, who retires iu rotation 
in accordance with the terms of tbe deed of 
settlement. I don't like to 'say too many- 
things about him in his presence, beoaQse- 
he is very modest. When I suggested hia 
joining us on the Board I saiato him:

Tlie Hon. Mr. Tooley, wliose in- 
tegrity no one questions, und who does not 
spealc at random, said that "The information 
brought down to the House was complete.

- Mr. P. J. Leech is quite mistaken when 
■ te applies to himself the remarks wo made 
' in our issue of the lltb inst., in an article 
headed, "In the Right Direction." The 
subject of tl.at article was the intention of 
the City Council to reconsider an appoint- 
ment which it had recently made. Mr. 
Leech knows very well that he was not the 
appointee. Our remarks on the need of 
professional skill, of a high quality, by the 
Corporation, were general, and wo hurdly 
think that Mr. Leech will say that, so con- 
.^aidered, they wore either orroueoua or un- 



called for. We see that our correspondent 
agrees with us with respect to the waste of 
money m Jpbasfla" street sewer. It ap- 
pears that' the Council, in laying tliat 
sower, disregarded his professional advice, 
and undertook to be their own engineers. 
This is just what wo deprecated. We said 
in that article, and in the same con- 
nection as our remarks about the John- 
son street sewer blunder, • "It Is tto more 
to be expected that the aldermen can do 
their own engineering, than that they 
can be their own lawyers, and conduct 
their own law suits. " In that instance it 
seems that tho aldermen, acting in opposi- 
tion to the advice of their professional ad- 
viser, undertook to he their own engineers 
— and we see the result. 

We are very sorry indeed that Mr. Leech 
thinks that wo " stignjatized " him as "a 
blunderer and a botch." We had no 
thought of doiiii; anything of the kind, and 
we think that tho text does not warrant his 
coming to that conclusion. The roinarlc 
was general, and was written to he taken as 
general. Our object was to impress upon 
the City Council tho necessity of empl iying 
a Chief Kngineer possessing professional 
skill of a high quality and li'iying liini u 
handsome salary. In doing this we do not 
thin!; that we said anything that was in 
the slightest degree derogatory to the pro- 
fession of Civil Engineer, and we aro very 
sure that wo did not intend to say one 
single word in disparagement of Mr. Leech. 

LWFRA NCinSED. 

In granting tho privilege of free men und 
freo women to tho Indians of this province, 
tho Govoruineiit of tho Dominion have acted 
justly and' judiciously. The law* rc(iuires 
the Indian, man or woman, who wishes to 
be enfranchised, to make an application to 
that efl'ect, and if the applicant is found to 
h ive conducted liiuiself or herself, well for 
tho period specified by law, he or she is do- 
clarediiualifled to hold land in fee simple, and 
consequently to exercise the privileges of a 
British subjeet, The object of the law 
evidently is to encourage the Indians to 
abandon tho tribal condition, and to become 
owners of land in severalty. When tho 
Indian becomes an owner of land in his own 
individual right, ho is released from 
pupilage, ho becomes emancipated and the 
laws enacted specially for Indians do not 
apply to him. He is a free man, and has a 
right to all the powers and privileges of 
freedom. 

We believe that as far as tho Indians of 
this province aro concerned, onfrauehisemont 
without any action of their own would do 
them good. If they were all declared, in 
every respect, freo and subject to the same 
laws as white men, whether they desired 
the cli;in;;e or not, a considerable improve- 
ment would soon be seen in their condition. 
Tho Indian men and women are not chil- 
dren, und they are, to a greater or less ox- 
tent, demoralized and their development 
retarded when they are treated as children. 

The b est way to educate men, whether 
copper-colored or white, for independence, 
is to make them independent. In acquiring 
tho knowledge neeossary to use independ- 
ence properly, and in contracting the habits 
of civilized people, they will certainly make 
many blunders which will cause suffering; 
but the discipline will do them good. This 
is how men of our own race learned to 
use freedom, and they are still learning. 
They were not allowed a period of proba- 
tion. They gained their powers and privi- 
leges, one by one, and commenced using 
them directly. They abused them und used 
them clumsily, and sufTered the effects of 
their abuse and unakilfuUness. But they 
improved by degrees. Their political educa- 
tion is not nearly finished yet. But nowise 
and enlightened statesman talks of taking 
from them the powers they are still learning 
to exercise. Political quacks and would-be 
tyrants attempt now and then to make a 
retrograde movement but they soon tind 
that they cannot drive men back. The 
reactionist is therefore what our neighbors 
cluvracterizo us "a back number." Men 
will go forward and blunder on. Their i ro- 
L'less is slow but it is sure. 

A3 it has been with tho men of the white 
races, so will it bo with the Indians. If tlicy 
are not to die ou^, they must be taught to be 
.self-reliant and self-supporting. I!y restrict- 
ing their liberty and doing for them what 
they ought to do for themselves, the Oov- 
ernment demoralises them — coddles the man- 
liness ont of them. By leaving them freo to 
fight the battle of life as best they can v, ith- 

t other resliaiut, or oUier help than white 
men get, tin; liidiiiMn character will ho 
strengthened, his powers developed, ami lii.s 
self-respect increased. Tho Indians ot 
British (Joiuinbiu are well able to Bupi)(n-t 
themselves, and if tho privileges of free men 
were extended to tliem they would soon 
learn to use them for their own benifit and 
for the benefit of the whole community. 

lEALOUS AXn UNHEASOXAH/.E. 

'''Some of our neighbors across the line 
com to think that if ICFciuimalt is fortified, 
tho cities of the Sound will bo threatened. 
According to them, Victoria and Eaqui- 
malt must remain defenceless forever, be- 
cause if they are fortified, British 'ships of 
war may, from tho sheltered ports, make a 
descent on the cities of the Souud, which 
they suppose will bo at the mercy of an 
enemy. We think that this is a most un- 
reasonablo view to take of the matter. 
.Self preaorvation requires that Esquimalt 
should be made strong enough to protect 
the dry dock, the arsenals and the shipping 
in tho harbor, and that Victoria should not 
bo at the mercy of any ship of war that 
may be sent to attack it. To maintain 
that tho fortifications required to effect 
this necossnry purpose, should not be 
erected, becauae their erection may be con- 
struoil into a nicnuco to iSoattle, Tacoma 
and Port Townsond, is to take a position 
that is wholly untenable. The cities of the 
Sound would he quite as open to at- 



tack if Eequimalt were unfortified 
as if it were made aa strong as Gib- 
raltar. There is nothing to hinder ships 
of war, ^hetber British or , Russian, or 
French or Chinese, steamuii; up .the Sound 
and attacking the forts that msy be erected 
on American territory. If there were 
strong fortifications on tho British side of 
the entrance of tlie Sound those fortifica- 
tions are just aa likely to protect our neigh- 
bors as to threaten them. The San Fran- 
cisco Call says : 

"Works built to cover the entrance of 
tho Golden Gate are purely defensive works, 
involving no menace to any foreign power; 
whereas a fortification ut fcsquimalt is noth- 
ing but an oll'ensivo work intended to men- 
ace the possessions of a neighboring nation. 
There is nothing on Vancouver Island, or at 
Vancouver City — the terminus of the Cana- 
dian Pacific — which could be protected by 
works at Esquimalt. In the event of war 
all the guns iu the world at Esquimalt, if 
they were not buuked by a fleet, could not 
prevent the capture of Victoria or the occu- 
pation of New Westminster. But iho har- 
bor of Esquimalt, if properly fortified, could 
give shelter to a fleet whiuli could ravage 
the whole of Puget Sound and capture 
everything afloat in that inland sea. It is 
in order to facilitate that, and for no other 
purpose, that England and Canada propose 
to erect the new forts. The latter are sim- 
ply and wholly a menace to the United 
.States; if they were not that they would 
have no excuse for existence. ' 

Tho Call ought to know that there is a 
great deal that needs protection on Van- 
couver Island and in Vancouver city that 
could be protected by works at Esquimalt. 
It is not intended to send the Pacific acjuad- 
ron back to the Atlantic or to China if Es- 
quiuialt is fortified. The defence of Hritish 
Cidumbia needs both the fioot und tho forts, 
and it is not likely that Great Bdtftin will 
deliberately consent to leave one of its most 
important stations in an imperfect state of 
defence just because there are a few nerv- 
ous people on the American side of tho line. 
We have seen in tho .San Francisco pipers 
and in the papers of tho cities of the Sound sad 
complaints about the defenceless eonditiou of 
the United States cities on the Pacific 
Coast. We were very far from thinking 
that those complaints were groundless. It 
spoms to us a little inconsistent in our neigh- 
bors to reproach their own Government for 
leaving them at the mercy of the first ene- 
my that may decide to attack thern^ and 
then to find fault with the British when 
they seethe folly of leaving their own 
Coast cities in a similar position. If it is 
bad policy to leave Seattle defencelea.s, it 
must bo equally bad policy to leave Victoria 
open to an enemy. Our neighbors, as soon 
as their national jealousy is aroused— and it 
does not take much to stir it up— are very 
unreasonable.

Rakers' Aasooiation, S^sturday night, at 
which the provisions of tiie Market I'.y Liw 
were discussed jiretl/ Unruily. The 
standard loaf in \'ictoria is 1 Jr pounds, and 
the recognized price 10 cents jier loaf. The 
bakers say that if they are to make nji their 
pan bread, which ia that in moat general 
conaumption, in two pound loaves, they 
will have to get now sets of pans and call in 
all their tickets. They arc prepared to 
guaranlee the weight ot their bread, and 
uill scale it at any time, hut they object to 
adopt a new standard. Their customers 
are accustomed to twelve loaves, each 
weighing I \ pounds, for SI, or 10 cents per 
loaf, and to alter tho scale would be a gre it 
inconvenience. As to marking their bread, 
they hold that this ia not necessary, inas- 
much as tho loaves are now acid by weight, 
and can bo tested. The Aldermen by 
whom the by-law was drafted, the bakers 
contend, knew nothing of the circumstances 
under which they were acting, as they 
drew distinctions between fancy and plain 
breail which do not exist. The associa- 
licui intend addressing the Council on tho 
subject.

Mb. SemUN, from tlio Standing Orders 
Gommittoe, reported the preumblo of the 
: "bill to ineorporato the Coquitlan Eloctrio 
' Cbmpany. 

ODESTION OK I'lUVILEOE. 

. Hon. .Mr. Turneu rose to a question of 
privilege. He said that ho and every oilier 
Bieniberof theHouse had been inaultedonl'Vi- 
day evening, while the House was in session, 
by tlie leader of the Opposition, who was re- 
ported in the Colonist, in the Times iiud in 
other newBpipera aa having said tliat i;onie 
«{ the proceeds of the £12UO,U0O loan liad 
isone into either the pockets of the Finance 
Minister, or of his partners. He (Mr. 
TTorner) claimed the protection of the House 
agaiiut insults of thia kind, and said that 
' this was -one of the moat serious matters 
thut had arisen since ho had been a member 
•of the Legislature. It wua an insult 
to himself and to every member, and if that 
kind of liinguugo were to be allowed why 
any moiiibtir niiglit with impunity Oftll any 
other nieiiibur a ihicf or a knave or any- 
tliiug else. Kvery member of the House 
was entitled to pioloclion in character and 
in person. In the lirilisli House of Uom- 
■mons tlie practice wiia to refuse to permit 
any lanRiinge to be used that would tend to 
a breach of the peace. For liia part he ( Mr 
Turner) would say, that had the words just 
repeated been uttered outside tbo Ituuao 
they would certainly have caused a breach 
of the peace. In fact, even in the Legisla- 
ture the remarUs of the leader of tlie Oppo- 
sition might liave led to a breach of the 
peace had not he (Mr. Turner) been on the 
Government side of the House and i\lr. 
Beaven on the other side. The hou. leadc 
of the Opposition, even if he had not actually 
called hnn (Mr. Turner) a thief, hid 
done what was almost worse, he 
had said as much by iuuendo, 
and if members of the House were to be 
open to such underhand attacks, what in- 
ducement would there be for any honorable 
man to conio into the House at all, more 
especially if, at any lime, he was liable to 
have himself branded all over the world as a 
thief or a knave, and that too by another 
member of the House ? The remarks of the 
hon. leader of the Opposition had not been 
made in the beat of debate either. They 
were coolly and deliberately made, and ut a 
time when the hon. leader of the Opposition 
was iquite out of order in discussing the 
queation at all. He (Mr, Beaven) bad com- 
plained that membera of the Government 
were irritable. How could they help being 
irritable when such insinuations, if not 
charges, were made? The charge or state 
ment made by him (Mr. Beaven) had doubt 
less gone abroad by this time, and would 
appear in tho Eastern and American news- 
papers, and no doubt would eventually get 
over to England, and would notonly serious 
ly affect his (Mr. Turner's) reputation, but 
wou d also ellect tho reputation of evei j 
member of the House. At the very time 
the hon. leader of the Opposition had claim 
od there was information lacking, ho (Mr. 
Beaven) had the whole information before 
him in the shape of a return of all corros 
pondence, etc. in connection with the loan ; 
and what was more, the provincial auditor 
at that very time was engaged in preparing 
a detailed statement showing how and for 
what purpose every ainglo farthing of th' 
money had been disposed of, and to whom 
it had been paid. In conclusion, Mr. Turner 
siiid he called the attention of the House to 
the insult that hud been thrown ut him and 
at the other membera of tho House aa well 
by the leader of the Opposition in order 
that it (the House) might protect its privi- 
leges and the character of its membera. 
(Applause). 

iiON". Mk. Bii.\VE.s, in reply, went into a 
long statement in connection with the dis 
cusaion on the issuing of the £200,000 loan, 
He complained that when be liad, in the 
name of his constituents, demanded in 
formation as to where the money had gone, 
he was met with a tirade of abuse, but be 
was too much accustomed to such treat- 
ment to permit it to deter him from doing 
hia duty. H there was an apology due any 
one, it was due him (Mr. Beaven) by mem 
hers of the Government, who had en- 
deavored to bulldoze him, but he would not 
insist on such upology being nuuie. lie 
claimed that when he hail aaUed for the 
information he wanto.l, as to where the 
money went to, he had used nothing but 
Parliamentary language, and did not use 
one syllable that would cast. a r 
flection on anyone, but he hii 
firmly demanded us was his boun 
en duty what had become of the 
money, and all the answer be had received 
was a tirade of aljuse. After reviewing the 
circumstances of the loan, he claimed that 
bis modest request for tlic information 
should not irritate anyone, and, as to the 
other question, he said it was not worthy of 
discussion. Ho intended, in spite of any 
abuse that might be heaped upon him 
spite of any slurs that might be cast upon 
hia knowledge, or want of knowledge, of 
financial alTairs, to demr.nd and insist upoa 
getting, full and complete information as to 
where the money went. 

Hon. Mr. Roiwon said that he was sure 
that he, himself, and his colleagues as well, 
were much obliged to the leader of tho Op- 
positioD, because he (Mr. Beaven) would 
not insist on demanding an apology from tho 
members of the Qovornment. (f^aughter, ) 
He (Mr. Robson) was quite at a 
loss to understand what had happened on 
Priday evening last to make tho leader of 
the Opposition think himself entitled to an 
apology. As far as ho (Mr. Robson) knew, 
the only indication of feeling that hud been 
shown on the Government aide of the 
House was the direct result of tho insult 
thrown across tho floor by the leader of the 
Opposition when he declared that the 
Pinanco Minister, or one of his partners, 
had pocketed some of the proceeds of the 
£200,000 loan. 

Hon. Mk. Beavhn denied that he had 
made any such statement. 

Hon. Mr. RonsoN continued that hon. 
members of tho House would immediately 
recognize that tho remark imputed to the 
leader of the Opposition was tlie remark he 
tad made. That hon. gentleman (Mr. 
Beaven) wished to pose as demanding and 
' insistiug against all odds, and against 
.fltrong Apposition on tho production of ccr- 
-tain. documents and information which he 
(Mr. Beaven) at tho very time he made tho 
demand had before him I (He Mr. Beaven) hud 
the^-yety information in hia hands which, he 
-declared ao violently, he had wanted, and 
at the very time, too, that be was posing 
aa tho champion of the people's righta, and 
as endeavoring to drag out of an unwilling 
Government the information which waa, he 
claimed, refused ! There had never been 
the slighteet endeavor, or attempt, on tho 
part of the Government, to keep back, or 



euppresa, the information doslred. In fact, 
the very information the lion, gentleman 
was squealing- for, was, aa had already been 
stated, in his own hands nt the very time 
ho made the demand ! The hon. gentleman 
tried to make an impression that he was 
extracting the information by force, and, in 
doing this, waa playing a most hypocritical 
part 

lies'. Mr. Beaves — Conlino yourself to 
parliamentary language. 

Hon. Mr. Robso.v continued, that he 
would not say tho hon. leader of tbo 
Opposition was a hypocrite, but, certainly, 
the method {he (Mr. litiavcii) was taking 
to create a false impre-aion in tho minds of 
the people, was hypocritical. That hon. 
gentleman (Mr. Beaven) had made a long 
speech about tho mode of raising the loan, 
etc., but that waa not tho question before 
tho House. The real (luestiou waa the one 
the hon. Finance Minister liad raised a.s a 
question of privilege. It was not that the 
hon. leader of the Opposition had Been fit: to 
ask for, or even to demand certain informa- 
tion, but it was that be (Mr. Beaven) had 
ailopted an outrageous course to throw a 
slur on tho Minister of Finance. Was that 
a proper way to ask for information ? Was 
that a proper way to make insinuations of 
churges that could not be established ? This 
was the (luestion before the House, and tho 
House was bound to protect its honor and 
iho honor of its membera against that style 
of attack, which was rather a vile insinua- 
tion, than an open charge in so many words. 

Hon. Mr. Pooley drew attention to the 
fact that the diaoussion was out of order. 
He had not drawn attention to this before 
for the reason that the Minister of Finance, 
having made hia statement, he (Mr. Pooley) 
expected to find that the leader of the Op- 
position would have made the amenrfe/iojior- 
able, and would thua have closed up the 
queation. As he (Mr. Beaven) had not seen 
tit to do this, however, the matter would 
have to bo dropped and brought up in lui- 
other form. He (Mr. Pooley) was in hopes 
that the hou. leader of the Opposition would 
have, at least, stated that the words he had 
used had been misconstrued, or that a 
wrong construction had been put on them, 
but tills he had not seen fit to do. 
After remarks by Hon. Mr. Heaven, 
Hon. Mr. TuiiM':it asked tho hon. leader 
of the Opposition (.Mr. Beaven) if lie (.Mr. 
Beaven) denied having made the statements 
attributed to him, or if he had endeavored 
to convey tb.c meaning that woa drawnfrom 
his words. 

Hon. Mr. Beavsn made no reply, and 
the matter was dropped for the time being. 

QUESTION OP rRIVILEQB. 

Mr. Kelue, rising to a question of privi- 
lege, said he took exception to some of the 
remarks made bj' the hon. leader of the 
Government, on Friday night last, when he 
(Mr. Robson) had stated that he (Mr. 
Kellio') had induced capitalists to put 
S75,000 into a mining "pot hole 'adventure, 
out of which they got exactly .$75. Ho said 
he could not understand how a gentleman 
holding the responsible position of leader of 
the Government could let such a damaging 
statement go abroad for the purpose of in- 
juring tlie character and reputation of an- 
other member of the House. .Vs a matter 
of fact, he (Mr. Kellle) had not in- 
duced capitalists to put that sum of money 
into the venture at all; but had 
put in nearly tho whole amount, some 
S.S.OOO, himself. He diil not spread state- 
ments broadcast throughout the country for 
the purpose of injuring the I'romior, and did 
know why ho (Mr. Kellie) should receive 
such treatment at the Premier's hands.

Carried. 

SKEENA RIVEI: .S'AVKi ATION. 

Mr. Hai.i. moved, seconded by Mr. 
Booth, "That an humble address be pre- 
sented to Hia Honor the Lieutenant- 
Governor, asking that tho attention of the 
Dominion Government be drawn to the 
importance of improving the navigation of 
the inland waters of Skeena river so that 
stem-wheel steamers may be enabled to 
run up aa fur as Huzelton, and thereby open 
up for settlement the rich valleys and ex- 
tensive agricultural, cattle raising and 
mineral lands now inaccessible." 

Hoy. Mr. Vernon supported the resolu- 
tion, which was afterwards carried. 

SCHOOL attend A.NX'E. 

Dr. Milne moved, seconded by Hon. 
Mr. Beaven, " That an order of theHouse 
be granted for a return giving the average 
attendance for the months of January and 
February, IS'.)-, in each Division of all the 
Schools of Victoria, Neiv Westminster, 
Vancouver and Nanaimn ; also showing the 
subjects required to be taught by the follow- 
ing: (a.)

Hon. Mil. Bkavkn moved, seconded by 
Mr. .Semlhi, "That a rea[)ectful addresa be 
presented to His Honor the Lieut.-tJover- 
nor, requesting him to cause to he jilaced 
before this Hou.se all OrdeiH in Council and 
other documents not printed in the sessional 
papcra, connected with the land reclamation 
aclieme in Kooteiiay district under the nian- 
ngement of NV. A. r>aillie-Grolirnan, with a 
return showing the amount and nature of 
the work done during the year 1S91, in con- 
nection with the said scheme." 

Hon. Mr. Beaves supported his resolu- 
tion strongly, urging that it should pass in 
order that all the information might be be- 
fore the House ao as to enable membera to 
discuss the ni.atter intelligently. 

Hon. M It. Vernon said that there waa 
no objection whatever In the resolution 
passing. Tho papers had been brought 
down laat year, and could bo brought down 
again. He was sure the House would not 
oiijcct to having any of them printed that 
tho leader of tbo Opposition wanted; but ho 
certainly did not see what object could be 
guined by filling up whole books with 
printed matter of no use, the greater por- 
tion of which would in all probability never 
be road at all. 

Tho motion carried. 

QUESTION 01' I'RIVII.IOK. 

Mi:. KlTOHKN rose to a ((uestion of privi- 
lege. He referred to tho application made 
for a Commission of En(|uiry into tho alfairs 
of tho Municipality of Richmond, and said 
that he had letters to prove that the appli- 
cation was not withdrawn as the Premier 
had claimed, at the request of tho " chief 
kicker." 

Hon. Mr. Roiison stated that tho hon. 
member for Weatminator District had mia- 



understood what he (Mr. Robson) had said. 
What ho really did say, was that he had re- 
ceived a letter from tho chief " kicker," 
practically withdrawing hia requcBt for a 
commission. 

RE ROYAL COMJlISSIO.'f. 

Mr. Kitciikk moved, seconded by Mr. 
Sword, "That an Order of. the House be 
issued for a return of all petitions. Orders 
in Council and correspondence between the 
members of the Government and any mem- 
bers of the Council of Richmond municipal- 
ity, or any ratepayers of tho said munici- 
pality, in couneciion with tho granting of a 
Commission of ICnquiry into muaioipal 
ullaira, or any correspondence in connection 
with the validity of llio Ricnmond election 
of IS!)2." 

Mr. Kitchen read copious extracts from 
u number of letters he had received from 
ratepayers of Richmond, protesting against 
amendments to the ^lunioipal Act, which 
would uHect tho election of Reeve. 

Hon. Mr. Roiison said that tlie corres- 
pondence wanted was being prepared, and 
would bo brought down, and in the mean- 
time there was no use discussing the mat- 
ter. When all the correspondence was be- 
fore tho Mouse, some of the statements 
made by tho hon. member for Westminster 
district, (Mr. Kitchen,) would look very 
foolish indeed. 
The motion carried. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven moved, seconded by 
Mr. CorroN, "That an order of tho House 
be gran toil for a return, in detail, showing 
the date, name, service and amount paid 
out of the £200,000 issued under the Loan 
Act, KS'Jl," which reduced that aum to 
S,S00,002 U5, aa per the anawer of the hon 
tho Minister of Finance and Agriculture on 
:ird February, 1892." 

Hon. Mr. lir.WKN again took occasion to 
go into the details of the loan, and 
iiiaiuled " the information he wanted, He 
reail from soveial of the documents laid be- 
fore the House by tho (ioverumont in rcfi.'r- 
eiioe to tho loan, and claimed that the de- 
tails were lacking. 

Hon. Mh. Davit, discussed the (|iicstion 
at some h.'ugth, and went into tho details to 
show that the complete information the 
leader of the Opposition wanted waa 
contained in the return already on the 
table of the House. He declared 
that the leailer of the Opposition was 
grossly unjust in accusing the Minister of 
Finance of having pocketed any of the pro- 
ceeds of the loan. 

Hon. Mk. Bkavks denied that ho had 
made any such charge. 

Hon. Mu. Davie repeated that be was 
sure these words hud been used by tho hon.

There was, to suy the least of it, conspicu- 
ous coarseness displayed by the leader of 
the Opposition in making the insinuation of 
wrong-doing against the Vlinisterof Finance 
which he (Mr. Beav,en) had neither the 
ability to prove nor the manlinosa to retract. 

Mr. Cotton said that he seconded tho 
motion of the leader of the Opposition in 
ordirtoget tho information. Personally he 
had no idea that the Minister of Finance 
had been guilty of misappropriating any 
public funds; but ho thought the detailed 
information asked for shoulil bo given to 
tho House and printed, so that each luein 
ber could have a full opportunity of going 
into it to underatiud how the loan had been

thing of this kind, or had said anything re- 
fiecting in any way upon his (Mr. Turner's) 
reputation or character, ho (Mr. Beaven) 
was extremely sorry for it. He had not in- 
tended that any such meaning should bo 
at tached to, or taken from, what he hud 
said. (Api)lauao. ) 

Hon. Mr. Tuiinkr expressed his pleaanrc 
at the apology made by the hon. leader of 
tho Opposition. He wua willing to accept 
tho e.icpreasion of regret, and would let tho 
ullair go no farther. Ho was glad indeed, 
that the hon. leader of tho Opposition hud 
declared that an unfortunate mistake had 
been made. (Applause.)

THE GAllE LAW. 

j,To THE Editor :— It is reported that this 
tinfortunate law is to be tinkered again. I 
do not know all the prop'ised changes, but 
one which we hear is contemplated is the 
lixingof the inid(ile of September as tbc' 
lime when .M.i. sluioting shall begin. In all 
conscience, the lirst of Septem'icr was late 
enough for grouse shooting ; in fact, the 
blue grouse by that date ha\ e mostly left 
th<! \(>w lands, and the con3e(|uence is we 
are deprived of inir l)est shooting, and the 
only people! who get any heiielil ..rc the In- 
dians anil hnnier::, \\ lio go into the hills 
and shoot tliem oil' the trees fcir the inai ket. 
The excuse I hear mentioned ia tho preser- 
vation of game. Now, if that is tho only 
reason, why not prolubit shooting alto- 
gether ? 

The real remedy lies in a nutshell : pro- 
hibit tlio sale of game, if nut altouelher, 
then restrict it to two or three inoiitha in 
the year — say October, KovendiLr anil 
December, (i rouse shooting shonhl begin 
on tho L'jtb of August ; hut it is urged that 
pheasants ure noi strong enough ; tlieii let 
tho shooting of pheasants be as it now is, 
fixed for a later date, or if they can only be 
preserved at tho expense of all the other 
and better shooting, let them be killed off. 

In my npiinon, the proposed iavr will 
have exactly the opposite effect of tho in- 
tentions of the pronu)tcrB, inasmuch as 
many of those, who, lierctofore, have lent 
their efTorts to tho proper observance of the 
game laws, will relax them, and tho conse- 
quence will be an utter disregard of tho law.

ABOUT PILOTS AND PlLOTAtfE. 

To Tin; Kditoii : — Touching the pilotage 
system of the province, of which iiuich has 
been said aud done lately, I would like to 
aay a few worils about the system generally, 
and more pari icularly about the pilots them- 
selves and what they earn. 

In all there are fifteen licenseil pilots in 
the province, distributed as follows : \'ic- 
toria has four, Xanaiuio live, Vancouver und 
New Westminster four ; and, on the whole, 
I believe they will compare favorably with 
any other such number on litis coast. 

Now, as to what the pilots earn, it was 
stated hy Pilot Christensen in bis e.xuniin- 
ation at the Hoard of Trade enquiry into 
the stranding of the San Pedro, that the 
average earnings of the Nnnaimo pilots was 
about $'2i)0 per mouth, and Mr. Robert 
Ward said, at the same enquiry, that the 
earnings of tho pilots of the other districts 
was far in exces3 of tho above amount. I am 
not prepared to say from whom Mr. Ward 
got ids information, but I will say that be 
is certainly wrong in his statement, as far 
as regards Vancouver and New Woatmins- 
ter, ^r I am informed that the pilots be- 
longing to that district have not earned an 
average of $l«!0 a month for the lost two 
years, and I am satisfied Victoria has not 
done much better. 

When Christensen made his statement I 
presume he meant tho gross earnings. Now 
wo will conio to the net. You must he 
aware, sir, that the expense of running the 
service is heavy; exceqiling Victoria the 
olhitr pilol.ige iliotricts have to have two 
pihil boats, (ini: at, V'ietoi iu, the other at 
the entrance tii their ports, ami each cos's 
nearly one Imndieil dnllurs ])er month to 
run. It was slated at the encjuiry th.Lt 
tlii're is only one capable i)ilot boat in the 
.■^erviec ill the ])r(ivinci'. This is a mistake, 
as will he seen, « ben il is known that Nii- 
naimo has a pilot l/'Kit in active service and 
Vancouver has anol her, bolh al ways cruisir.g 
at the limits of their res[)ectivc iiorts. i am 
sorry that the impression has gone abroail 
that the Ii. C. pilots have been earning 
more than they are justly entitled to. 

To sliow that our pilotage charges are 
moderair, 1 will compare the pilotage 
charged vessels visiting Ii. C. jiorts and 
those visiting otlieis on tho Paeitic coaat. 
I will comnience with .San Diego ami S.ui 
Francisco. Fach vessel over a certain tou- 
nuge pays, when a pilot is employed, when 
propelled by steam, Sa.OO per foot 
draught of water and four cents for every 
reeistered ton, making a vessel's whole 
pilotage about §10 per foot draught of wa- 
ter. Portland, Orig"n, ships pay SH per 
foot; Victoria, ships jiropelled by steam, 
pay $1.. 50 per foot ; \'aneouvor, ships pro- 
pelled by ste.iin [lay S 1 .oil per foot; Nanai- 
mo, shi|is iiropelled by steam pay §2 per 
foot. Of course, ships propelled by sail 
pay more, but as tliere is very little sail- 
ing done now a-days, it is hardly worth 
while taking notice of il. So you will see, 
.Sir, from the above liow small the renm- 
neration a II. ('. pilot n^ceivt's in compari- 
son with the other |i!lots (jii this Coast. 
\iiu will ask how this is, and I am willing 
to tell you. It is because we have the 
wrong men in the wrong |,lace at the bead 
of pilotagi! all'iirs. Lt-t men be selected to 
administer the allairs of the [lilots who are 
competent tojudgeliowa pilot shoulil be 
l)aid and (jt her\\'is(; Lreali-d, and nt)t as they 
are al pres' nt. \'olnines could be written

Her Description— How She Got Bid of 
a U< 8. Marslial at 
Seattle. 



Besident of Yictoria Anxionsly 
Loolciug: for Some News of 
His Lost Sou. 



Mr. .John Coles, of 11 Caledonia avenue, 

waa seen by Colonist reporiera, last night, 
relative to the whereabouts of hia loat son, 
20 years of ace. Ue aaid: " My boy loft 
here 15 months ago in the schooner Mascot, 
for Behriug Sea. On the 23th of October 
tho Mascot arrived at Sand Point from tho 
Sea, and there my son and seven other men 
transhipped from her into the American 
steuni aealer Gliallenger, which ves.'.el you 
will remember entered tho Oomauak Pass a 
good while after all the schooners had left 
that looalily. Since that time I have not 
heard a word about the Challenger until 
to-night, when I accidentally noticed a 
clipping from a San Francisco newsp;iper, 
stating that a boaid painted wliite, bearing 
on it tho name " tJliullenger," had boi'ii 
picked up oil' the coast of Oregon, and thut 
the supposition was that the had been lost 
with all liiiiids. 

The other <iay I heard, through one of tho 
ollicera of the Empress of Oliina, that a 
small ateain sealer had, tho day before the 
Kmpress left Hongkong, been toweii into 
tlie harbor of that port by a Russiiin man- 
of-war. The Hritiah flagship Iniperii u.'-e was 
in harbor at the time, ami, when the 
stranger passed her, she dipped her flag. 
The Russian nuule 110 response, but jiasai'd 
on, and a few minutes afterwards llie Ad- 
iniral's gig put off, and on going alongside 
the foreigner it waa demanded of her cap- 
tain what was meant by tho seemingly in- 
tentional oversight. The latter then apolo- 
gized, and, on being questioned regarding 
the bout he had in low, gave aome particu- 
lars which niy informant did not obtain, 
but wldcli iiad the effect of having the sealer 
instantly released. This vugiie description 
may or may not refer to tho Challenger. I 
cannot help believing, however, that my 
poor son has gone for ever — drowned some- 
where on the Pacific Ocean. My wife is 
(lying from anxiety and worry, and we are 
in great trouble. " 

A special telegraphic despatch to tho Col- 
onist from Fairhaven last night saya that I ho 
Challenger waa of about oO tons, was built 
in Seattle in ISS.'i for s-^al catching, and 
sealed two seasons, but proved an unprolit- 
able venluvo. She was owned in Whatcom 
by William D. .leiikiua, L. W. Maicy and 
others. Two years ago slio waa sold to 
Capt. Hiildell-Bejelke and others, who trana- 
formed her into a .steam bchooncr. She 
left here last Apiil, having been in the 
hands of a deputy United States marshal 
for some weeks. Riddell- Bejelke an<l a 
crew of iJapiinese sailors boarded her one 
night aa she lay at the dock, got up steam, 
having secured the deputy marshal, and 
put to sea. After having got safely out of 
liarbor, be wa.s given the choice of being put 
or taking a trip to Bebring Sea. He
